Chicago, May 26.—Theodore Roose¬ 
velt. one-time president of the United 
Staten, but now a private citlsen, oc¬ 
cupied two hours and forty minutes in 
Chicago yesterday in learning how hol¬ 
low Is fame. He received hla lesson at 
the door of the Lincoln Park animal 
house. His tutor was a despised 
■‘sparrow cop" who the colonel decided 
l^ter on, must have voted for Taft. 

The animal house closes at 6 o'clock 
and the officer refused to open It as 
the Roosevelt party arrived a few min¬ 
utes after 6. Roosevelt explained who 
ho was. 

“Yes, I've heard of you," said the of¬ 
ficer. "You cannot go In. We close at

' Colonel Roosevelt loft later in the 
day accompanied by a retinue of 
friends and witnesses for Marquette, 
Mich. His suit for $10,000 damages, 
charging libel against George A.

BRITISH NOBLE TO 

* FARM IN CARIBOO 

Vancouver, May 26.—The Enterprise 
ranch at 141-Mile House, Cariboo dis¬ 
trict, owned by J. P. Murphy, has been 
sold to a Brltfsh nobleman, the consid¬ 
eration being over $100,000. / The new 
owner purposes engaging in stock- 
raising on a very extensive scale. 

The ranch is one of the show places 
of the district. It consists of 2,600 
acres, a large portion, of which is 
under cultivation, the remainder com¬ 
prising wild hay meadows and cattle 
ranges. The ranch was located by 
Dennlsh Murphy, father of J. P. 
Mutjphy in 1861. and has been In tho 
possession of the* family ever since. 
It is stocked with 400 head of cattle 
and forty horses, which now pass Into 
the possession of the new owner, who 
has also purchased three adjacent 
ranches. Thoroughbred stock, both 
horses and cattle, will be Imported 
from England.

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HUES SATISFIED 
WITH PEACE TERMS 

Turkey Cedes Island of Cyprus 
to Great Britain Under 
Anglo-Turkish Entente 

London. May 26.—The allies informed 
Osman Nlsam Pasha at a joint meet¬ 
ing of the Balkan and Ottoman peace 
delegates to-day that they had no In¬ 
tention of asking for further modifica¬ 
tion of the' peace terms already put 
forward. This announcement Is regard¬ 
ed as an Important step In the direc¬ 
tion of peace, as the Turks anticipated 
that If any modifications were sug¬ 
gested It would leave the door open 
for further demands on the part of the 
allies. 

Turkey has definitely ceded the island 
of Cyprus to Great Britain, according 
to the Constantinople correspondent 
of the Express, who claims to have re¬ 
ceived a formal statement to that ef¬ 
fect from the best-informed source. 
The cession of the island Is said to 
have been due to clauses In the Anglo- 
Turkish entente. 

The strained relations between the 
Balkan allies show little Improvement. 
A Times dispatch from : Athens * says 
that the Greek fleet while passing 
Kavata was fired upon by Bulgarian 
shore batteries. 

Thd Incident, following the severe 
fighting at Sal on lea, has created a 
painful Impression at Athens, and the 
Greek government Is making urgent 
representations to the Bulgarians. The 
danger of *war between the allies dis¬ 
tracts attention for the.moment from 
the peace negotiations with Turkey. 


CONFESSES liBDER 
AFTER MANY YEARS 

To Secure Peace of Mind Man 
Tells Vancouver Police 
of Crime 

Vancouver, May 26.—Claiming that 
twenty-nine years ago In London. Eng.. 
he strangled his infant son, only two 
days old, to death, Gelp Grange, a 
middle-aged Englishman. one-tints 
eergeant In the army, appeared at the 
police station Saturday night and sur¬ 
rendered himself to Desk Sergeant 
! Kum r, During these years, while he 
has been stationed In the out-of-tbo- 
way places of the earth. Grange 
claims that hl« crime has followed him, 
and at last, tc secure peace, he lias 
been forced to confess. 

On the strength of his stoiy the ser¬ 
geant ordered his arrest and at the 
present time he Is being detaine 1 
pending medical examination and a re¬ 
ply from the Metropolitan police of 
London. 

Approaching the wicket at the desk 
sergeant’s office shortly after ten 
o'clock. Grange told of the unwelcome 
entry Into this world of his little son. 
The birth occurred on January 10.1884. 
What to do with the little child was a 
question which oppressed both father 
and^ mother, and finally the Impending 
disgrace led the former In a moment of 
passion to strangle It. 

Following the crime, Grange, who 
was .then a private in a fuslleer regi¬ 
ment, says he was sent to India, and 
ever since has served in the Orient 
and‘other places, where he has en¬ 
deavored to forget his deed. This,

RIOTS AT MEETING IN 

VICTORIA PARK SUNDAY 


Children Are Trampled Upon 
When Sylvia Pankhurst'p 
Truck is Stormed 


ONE ARREST MADE ON 
.LINKS AT ST. ANDREW’S 


St. Andrews. Scotland, May 26.—Two 
militant suffragettes attempted early 
to-d*y to damage the golf links here, 
and so interfere with the opening of 
play for the amateur golf champion¬ 
ship of the world. 

The women were intercepted near 
the seventeenth green by the night 
guards, who have been on duty in con¬ 
siderable force for over a week owing 
to threats-of militant leaders. One of 
the women escaped, but the other was 
caught. She was released after being 
searched. 

The weather was perfect for ths 
opening of to-day's matches. 


London, May 26.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhi/rst, tfye militant suffragette 
leader who w&s released from Hollo¬ 
way jail in licence oir-Aprll 12, owing 
to the serious condition of her health 
arising from her hunger strike was 
rearrested ti>-day when stye was leav¬ 
ing tho v house, where she has been 
staying. 

The House of Commons passed a new 
law this year known as the "cat and 
mouse bill," permitting the prison 
authorities to release sufTragettes suf¬ 
fering from the effects of hunger 
strikes, and at the end of a short 
period to rearrest them without war¬ 
rant and make them sene the v- 
malnder of their original sentence. 
Mrs. Pankhurst's licence released her 
for fourteen days, but It was then ex¬ 
tended In consequence of her feeble 
condition. 


Victoria Park. In the West End, was 
the scens of rioting yesterday, when 
trade unionists and Socialists attempt¬ 
ed to hold a demonstration in support 
of votes for working women. The 
crowd stormed a truck on whi^h were 
SylVig Pankhuret and other militant 
suffragettes, anddragged At outside the 
parlt 

Mounted and foot police by repeated 
charges finally drove the crowd away. 
Men and women fainted In the crush, 
and children were trampled upon. 
There were innumerable free fights, 
and ambulance corps were kept busy. 
Suffragettes paraded with their colors, 
the standard bearers wearing red lib¬ 
erty caps. This caused more disorder. 

On Saturday suffragettes attempted 
to blow up Wheatley hall, at Don¬ 
caster, owned by Sir William Cooke. 
The place was unoccupied. An unex¬ 
ploded bomb and suffrage literature 
were found under a staircase.

DAMAGE CLAIMS ONE MILLION , 

IN LONG BEACH PIER FATALITY 
WHERE THIRTY-SIX WERE KILLED 


Grand Jury Investigation Com¬ 
menced at Once to Find 
Cause of Disaster 

TWO OTHER DEATHS 

ARE EXPECTED TO-DAY 

Vibrations of Thousands of 
Feet in Step Would Cause 
Immense Pressure 

CITY AUTHORITIES TO 

RESIST ALL CLAIMS 


Long Beach, Cal., May 26.-«-Prospec- 
tlve damage suits aggregating prob¬ 
ably $1,000,000 or more and . a gran 1 
Jury Investigation, engaged the atten¬ 
tion of city officials to-day as the most 
probable outcome of the disaster on 
Saturday when 36 persons lost their 
Uvea In the collapse of a portion of the 
municipal pier Just after the close of 
the British "Empire Day" pageant. 
The list of dead Is expected to be fur¬ 
ther Increased before to-morrow by 
the death of Miss Marguerite Reed, 
aged 12, of Long Beach, whose back 
was broken, and of Wm. Cooper, of 
Pasadena, one of the two veterans of 
the Crimean war, who were in the van 
of the parade. 

While City Attorney Long was oc¬ 
cupied with the legal phase of the dis¬ 
aster's aftermath to-day. Mayor 
Hatch, members of the city council 
and of the board of public works, con¬ 
ferred with District Attorney John D. 
Fredericks with reference to the grand 
Jury Inquiry. The object of the Inquiry 
Is to fix responsibility for the condi¬ 
tion of the pier, a section of which 
went down under the weight of human 
beings, estimated at not 16«s than 750 
tons. 

On the order of the district attorney 
two officers were placed on guard yes¬ 
terday over the ruined section of the 
pier, with instructions to keep watch 
constantly, until relieved by the grand 
Jury, and allow no tampering. Several 
broken timbers which are expected to 
show the general condition of the pier 
and aid in developing evidence of negli¬ 
gence, If there be any. were taken out 
of the pier to-day and locked up under 
official seal. 

The weakness of the pier, which was 
built eight years ago and never re¬ 
paired in that particular portion. Is 
believed to have been due to decay 
caused by the action of salt air on 
wood and its iron fasteners and sup¬ 
port. However, it was declared that a 
much stronger structure might have 
been wrecked under the same circum¬ 
stances. 

Military men pointed out that the 
vibrations created by the measures 
tread of thousands of feet caused a 
tremendous strain upon the supports, 
which already had been heavily bur¬ 
dened by the crowd thronged about the 
auditorium doors awaiting admittance, 
and they recalled that military columns 
comprising large numbers of men al¬ 
ways broke step when crossing even 
Iron bridges, In order to avoid causing 
collapse or serious damage. 

The grand Jury Investigation was de-| 
manded by the officers of the United 
Societies of Britlsh-bom residents and 
visitors, whose celebration of Victoria’s 
birthday anniversary was Interrupted 
by the tragedy. 

City Attorney Long answered reports 
of the prospective damage suits for 
large amounts with the statement that 
in his opinion the city could not be 
held responsible for the deaths and in- 
juriosi because no charge had been 
made by the city for use of the muni¬ 
cipal amusement property. Use of the 
pier and auditorium had been given 
without cost and the celebrators, he 
said, had used It at their own risk. 

All but the most seriously Injured 
were removed to their homes In Los 
Angeles and neighboring cities to-day. 
The total number Injured will probably 
never be known accurately. About 65, 
however, were seriously hurt, most of 
them being still in hospitals here an<^ 
In Los Angeles. 


WAR AEROPLANE ARRIVE8.

Simultaneously the In¬ 
surgent troops will move against the 
gulf port town. 


GOVERNOR MOUNTS GUARD.

GRAFT ALLEGED IN 
PIER

Second Trial of Losee Never 
Held but $1,000 Paid to 
City Treasury 


Long Beach, Cal., May 26.— 
The evidence to be presented to the 
coroner’s Jury, which will open on 
Thursday, will bear directly upon the 
question of who was responsible for 
the condition of the structure, which 
proved too weak to withstand the 
weight of several thousand men, wo¬ 
men and children assembled to cele¬ 
brate the birthday anniversary of the 
late Queen Victoria. Several construc¬ 
tion engineers began an official In¬ 
spection and Investigation to-day. 

The coroner's Jury will go Into all 
phases of the disaster and will delve 
Into the history of the municipal pier 
and the city auditorium, the construc¬ 
tion of which was accomplished, It is 
charged by graft. The structures were 
completed in 1906 and 1906. J. B. Losee. 
a member of the city council at that 
time, was accused of graft. The same 
charge was made against Mayor Eno. 
But Losee was the only man brought | 
to trial. The Jury disagreed and with¬ 
out going to trial a second time Losee 
turned $1,000 into the city treasury. No 
action was taken against Baird and 
the structures as built were accepted. 

The allegation that since the building 
of the pier it never had been systemati¬ 
cally Inspected also will be probed by 
the coroner’s Jury. 

One of the principal witnesses before 
the coroner's Jury • will be James 
Twombley, member of the Long Beach 
board of public works, who, according 
to Mayor Hatch and his colleagues on 
the works board, was charged with the 
duty of inspecting public buildings. 

Daughters of the Empire and Sons 
of St. George, the two principal or¬ 
ganizations which had charge of the 
Empire Day celebration which ended 
so tragically, started a campaign to¬ 
day for the relief of the victims. While 
those seriously Injured numbered not 
more than 68, nearly 200 were injured 
sufficiently to partially disable them, 
and aid will be given them. 


PRIVY COUNCIL APPEAL8. 

London. May 26. — Fifteen appeals 
from Canada will be heard by the 
Privy Council In June and July. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway is concerned 
in three appeals. The lawyers here 
say that the existing machinery of the 
council is being strained to the utmost, 
and fresh Judicial strength ought to be 
obtained without delay.

House of Commons Takes Up 
Contract of Much Work in 
v Short Time 

PREMIER ANSWERS ON 

PARCELS POST BILL 

General Ma'cKenzie's Resigna¬ 
tion Referred to by Premier 
in Reply to Questions 

COL CROWE IS STILL 

IN CANADIAN SERVICE 


Ottawa, Ont, May 26.—Parliament 
started in to work this morning with 
the determination of bringing about 
prorogation by. Thursday. June 6, If 
possible. The contract is a big one, 
and there Is still much to be done, but 
the members ore hopeful that they will 
bo off to their homes by that date. 
The probability of the parcels post bill 
being dropped was again suggested 
when Hon. Rodolphe Lemteux asked 
the prime minister If It was proposed 
to proceed with this legislation and 
the wireless telegraph contract with 
the British syndicate this year. Post¬ 
master-General Pelletier was not In 
the House, but Premier Borden said 
that the minister had net given him 
any notice to the effect that the par¬ 
cels post bill would not be proceeded 
with. Members on both sides of the 
House, Mr. Borden said, had suggest¬ 
ed that legislation should be cut down 
In order to bring about prorogation at 
an early date. 

The premier did not refer to the wire¬ 
less telegraph bill, but in the absence 
from the House of the minister of 
militia answered a number of ques¬ 
tions put by E. M. MacDonald In re¬ 
gard to the resignation of Oeneral 
MacKensle. ehtef of staff. . 

Mr. Borden said that General Mac¬ 
Kensle was appointed to the position 
November I. 1910, after consultation 
with the War Office. The Imperial au¬ 
thorities recommended him for the 
post. He placed his resignation In the 
hands of the minister on April 7, 1912. 
and the resignation was accepted on 
April 21st. The General did not give 
any reason for resigning. Mr. Borden 
added that the resignation will take 
effect on October list and the successor 
to Oeneral MacKensle has not yet been 
named. There has been no communi¬ 
cation with the Imperial authorities 
with regard to the matter. 

The premier also informed the House 
that Colonel Crewe, the commandant of 
the Royal Military College, has not re¬ 
signed. As a matter of fact, a sugges¬ 
tion for the extension of his term In 
service, which expires next October, had 
been unofficially made by the minister. 

Mr. Sinclair, of Ouysboro, asked If 
the government proposes to Introduce 
legislation to carry out a pledge by Mr. 
Borden in a certain manifesto In which 
he said: “We declare for such reforms 
in the mode of selecting future mem¬ 
bers of the Senate as will make that 
chamber a more useful and representa¬ 
tive legislative body/* 

Mr. Borden in reply said that the 
matter waa under consideration and 
any announcement that might be made 
will be made at a later date. 

Hon. Frank Oliver brought up again 
the question of the disposal of the Klt- 
sllano Indian reserve at Vancouver, 
claiming that the land had passed Into 
the hands of the British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment for a sum but one-tenth of 
that which was offered by private 
parties. He said that a sacred trust 
had been imposed on the federal gov- 
eral government to protect the rights 
of the Indians and the federal au¬ 
thorities had permitted the British 
Columbia government to deal with the 
Indians contrary to law. The Domin¬ 
ion had seen fit to allow the provincial 
authorities to make an arrangement 
with the Indians and to assume an un¬ 
wonted authority, which to hla mind 
was nothing more or less than piracy. 
They had been shorn of their lands and 
their property burned. He said there 
was legislation of parliament to meet 
such cases, but that had not been exer¬ 
cised. 

Premier Borden denied that any 
agreement had been entered into be¬ 
tween the two governments. The In¬ 
dians and the British Columbia au¬ 
thorities had entered Into an arrange¬ 
ment whereby the Indians were to get 
$267,000, and would be placed on a new 
reserve. This was not a real estate 
speculation, as the land would still be 
vested in the crown. A commission 
had been appointed which would in¬ 
vestigate this case with others, and 
would see that all the rights of the 
Indians were preserved. The premier 
pointed oyt that Hon. Frank 
Oliver and Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
took exactly the same stand 
In 1910 when the British Colum¬ 
bia government and the Indians enter¬ 
ed Into an arrangement regarding a 
reserve near the city of Victoria. Sir 
Wilfrid wired to the premier of British 
Columbia that any arrangement that 
was made between the province and 
the Indians would be satisfactory to 
them. Sir Wilfrid Laurier agreed that 
an Indian reserve for a growing city 
was a, detriment to both Indians and 
the city.

Thousands of Children Salute 
the Flag Throughout Eng¬ 
land Saturday 

EARL MEATH SPEAKS 

AT THE GUILD HALL 

Imperial Defence Subject of 
Speeches at the Colonial 
Institute Dinner 

AUSTRALIA AND AOELIE 

LAND REMEMBER DAY 

London, May 26.—The celebration of 
Empire Day throughout England was 
In every way satisfict^-y, and thou¬ 
sands of children sdluted the flag. At 
the Guild hall celebration, Earl Meath, 
father of tbs Empire Day movement, 
stated that millions of children were 
honoring the flag, not for the pur¬ 
pose of brandishing the sword, but In 
order to make the Empire and the 
world better and happier. 

. Another celebration waa held at the 
stock exchange, where proceedings 
were Inaugurated by singing the Na¬ 
tional Anthem. The government build¬ 
ings and public offices did not fly any 
flags, at the express order of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

A dinner was held at the colonial In¬ 
stitute. at which Bari Orey presided. 
Lord 8ydenham. in proposing the toast 
of "Imperial Defence." said that the 
colonies had accepted compulsory ser¬ 
vice and hoped that the mother coun¬ 
try would soon settle this question. 

Hon. A. H. Peaks. Liberal premier 
of South Australia, gave credit to Hon.

The premier of Victoria, Hon. William 
Watt, in proposing the toast of ths 
colonist Institute, said that the Aus¬ 
tralians were not Jingoes, but they 
wanted the Southern Pacific to them¬ 
selves because they were peaceable, 
and wanted to maintain peace there. 
They had approached the defence 
question In that spirit. 

In referring to emigration from Eng¬ 
land, Mr. Watt said that Canada had 
secured a fair share of Britain’s leak¬ 
age. and Australia wanted the bal¬ 
ance.

WATER BEING STORED 
AT JORDAN RIVER 


Dam So Faf Completed That 
Start Has Been Made; Pre- 
paring-for Dry Months 


'Work ha, been so fsr advanced on 
the great dam on Jordan river, which 
haa been erected by the Vancouver 
island Power Company, that a "tart 
has been made In storing water within 
the mighty structure. .A. T. OowarJ, 
local manager, stated this morning 
that although the dam was by no 
means completed as yet enough, was 
done to allow water to be Introduced. 
The storage capacity le fed from the 
large drainage area around the head 
waters of Jordan river, and the dam 
Itself la said to be far higher than any 
other In Canada. 

The purpose of the structure Is to 
reserve water durlng'the rainy portions 
of the year to drive the machine, at 
the power house during the dry sea¬ 
son. The power house Is used to supply 
the force which lights the home, and 
streets of Victoria and district, and 
In this way It Is Important that every¬ 
thing should be In readiness that the 
supply of power be not Interrupted nor 
curtailed at any time of the year. 

llr. Tripp, the local superintendent, 
makes frequent visits of Inspection to 
the power station and reports all well 
there.

The reservations at 
Sahtlum and Skuts will be made, and 
the party will then return to Victoria 
to their headquarters, inspectlmg on the 
way the small reserve bordering Rog¬

An extraordinary and unique char¬ 
acter is Sir Walter Strickland, the 
“anarchist baronet.- who was recently 
reported a* missing from his accustom¬ 
ed haunts, but was later discovered in 
Cordova, Spain, where he said he had 
fled to escape the English government. 
Sir Walter, who Is the ninth of hla line, 
and whose title date* from 1941. wa* 
born alxty-twp. years ago, and succeed¬ 
ed His father some four years since.-. A 
scholar and savant of wide repute, he 
is e,lso called a gypsy and anarchist, 
owing to his wandering habits and 
political theories. He was still a 
young man when the wanderlust seised 
him, and since then he has travelled 
all over the globe, studying the flora 
and fauna of the countries he visited, 
and nearly always getting into hot 
water with their governments. He ha* 
written many books and pamphlets 
violently attacking religion, the state, 
and the established order generally. He 
Is a linguist of ability, versed In both 
ancient and modern languages, and 
won wide fame by his translations of 
Mollere and Horace. It 1* said that 
during his -sixty-two years he has spent 
only a week In London. 

Sir Walter declared that he had hid¬ 
den himself In Spain because he had 
received a warning "from an absolute¬ 
ly reliable source" that powerful offi¬ 
cials were plotting his assassination, 
(n Vienna* the baronet was arrested be¬ 
cause It was thought he was Ugo 
Schenck, a murderer. “This was a 
great compliment.** commented the 
baronet, "for Schenck was desert a* 
extremely handsome and aristocratic 
looking." 

Upon succeeding to the title Sir Wal¬ 
ler announced his Intention of "remov¬ 
ing every scrap of property to the con¬ 
tinent. and for the future to have as 
little as possible to do with England 
and Its- qpople." 

In a receat letter to a London news¬ 
paper Sir Walter wrote: "The vulgar, 
ungenttcmanly and Indeed murderous 
persecution to which I hare been sub¬ 
jected is exclusively British." 

The "anarchist baronet" comes of 
an ancient family that had Us seat at 
Strickland in Westmoreland be/ore the 
-Conquest, and one of Sljr Walter’s an¬ 
cestors carried the baiyier of St. George 
at Agtncourt. The Strickland who was 
the flrst baronet was a member of the 
bogus House of Lords during the great 
rebellion.

TO-DAY IN CANADIAN 
_ HISTORY _ 

In the North-West Rebellion of 1886, 
the great danger dreaded for the scat¬ 
tered settlers was a rising of the In¬ 
dian tribes, whose warriors were still 
numerous compared to the white men. 
Early In April, Big Tear's^ band at 
Frog Lake had cruelly murdered tho 
priests of the Roman Catholic mission 
and eight other persons. Another 
band of Creee, under the chlef-Pound- 
raaker, also went on the war path, an<$ 
forced many a lonely settler to flee 
with his family for refuge to the fort 
at Barileford, There they were still In 
danger, but, t< wards the end of April, 
Colonel Otter with his brigade made a 
rapid march to the rescue from Swift 
Current: and, after resting for a day 
or two, marched upon the Indians at 
Cut Knife Creek. They defended 
themselves vigorously, and Colonel 
Otter had eight men killed and thir¬ 
teen wounded, but after the defeat of 
rebels at Batoche and the capture of 
Riel, General Middleton marched to 
Battleford; and upon this day—May 
2<th—In that eventful spring. Pounu 
maker, with a number of his braves, 
surrendered unconditionally to the 
commander-in-chief, and, like Big 
Bear, was tried and sentenced to three 
years In the penitentiary.

Graeme Mercer Adam, who played 
an Important part In the development 
of Canadian literature, was born fn 
Edinburgh seventy-four years ago to¬ 
day. He was educated In his native 
city, and came to Canada at the age of 
nineteen.

He also established the Canadian Edu¬ 
cational Monthly. In 18M he served 
is a major of mlHtla In repelling the 
Fenian Invasion of Ontario. He wrote 
a number of books on history and 
language, including a “History of the 
Canadian Northwest," a "Life of 81r 
John A. Macdonald." and a "History of 
Canadian Literature.” He collaborat¬ 
ed with Miss Wetherald in. writing 
"An Algonquin Maid.” a romance of 
early Canada. In 1892 he left Canada 
and became the editor of magaxlnes ! i 
New York and Chicago. 

• • • 

One of tho lost of the Fenian raids 
took place forty-three years aso to¬ 
day. The Fenians had gathered along 
the Quebec frontier, and the militia 
were called out to repel the Invaders. 
On May It. 1170. some 200 Fenians 
crossed the border and took up a 
strong position at Bceles* Mill. In Mla- 
sissquol. but they were driven out by 
a force of less than eighty militia and 
farmers. O'Neill, the leader of the 
raiders, was captured by a United 
States marshal. This ended the 
Fenian uprising, with the exception of 
a brief and futile Invasion of Manitoba 
the following year, which was sup¬ 
pressed by United States troops. The 
Fenian raids cost the provinces over 
a million dollars In direct expenditures 
and much more In damage to business 
and commerce.!

Sellers were en¬ 
couraged by the wet weather map over 
the west Many wire reports claimed 
rains timely and lowering of crop con¬ 
dition checked. The very large world’s 
shipments of nearly 17,000,000 checked 
buying feeling for a time abroad an>1 
here. Later in session, the trade had 
an estimate of 87,000,000 bushels for 
Kansas from 8mJley, of Grain Dealers' 
Association. A few reports of spotted 
condition of spring crop came from 
North Dakota points. There was a de¬ 
crease of 780,000 bushels In stocks Chi¬ 
cago. Decrease Invisible was import¬ 
ant. Brokers claimed that certain 
strong Interests in the local trade put 
more or less long whe^t on market on 
the swells both early and late, but 
more than replaced the holdings by 
buying on the reactions. Northwest 
and southwest markets were showing 
decided strength.
